The kitchen dreeser is a senseless arrangement 
and ehoúid be replaced by a ciosed-in cupboard 
into which the plates and dishes can be put n 
piles, easily accessible when wanted. 

Tables and ledges should be covered with 
American cloth, eo that needicas scrubbing is 
done away with. 

If the kitchen and dining reom are side by 
side, a buttery-hatch will do away with carry- 
ing to and fro; and if the dming room is 
directly over the kitchen it would be a tre- 
mendous saving to have a amall lift made, if as 
al! possible. 

In the serving of meals a little reflection as 
to the best system will go « long way to lighten 
the task. It amazing how often the tray is 
ignored and the necessary articles brought in 
one by one instead of packed on a tray aad 
completed in one or at the most two journeys, 
ahd removed in the same way 

In all the living rooms carpets shouid be 
ousted and replace a by hneleum and ruga which 
ean be easily taken away and shaken of 
beaten. Mops will do away ‘with many a back- 
ache and needless kneeling The same idea holds 
good for the bedrooms. Everywhere the idea 
should be to simplify and dispense with the 
innumersble superfiuities we have been a acous- 
temed te surround ourselves with. Glass can 
replace ¢ilver on most occasions, and earthen- 
ware, such as the casserole, will, to some ex 
tent, replace glass and china on the table, in 
that food can be both cooked and served in it. 
Stainless knives wil! do away with the ever 
recurring necessity of knifecleaning. 

Brass and stee! fenders can give way to 
stone, marble or wooden curbs, and brass etair- 
rods to wooden ones. The brass on the front 
door can be rep'aced by a black knocker, etc., 
which will require no cleaning. 

If the steps are mot too extensive, tiles 
which only need water and a etiff garden broom 
will save the un operation of hearth- 


stoning. 

One of the labour-aaving notions is 
that of each member of the family making wee 
of the bathroom fer washing in the early morn- 
iny A basin with a waste pipe is the ideal for 
each bedroom, but in most cases would be too 
costly an alteration to be contemplated. The 
first idea has the effect of stimulating a healthy 
competition in the matter of early ring. Once 
the labour-saving idea has taken a firm grip 
there is practically no limit te the ingenwity 
that can be displayed in coping with the difi-

the producers, Various suggestions were 
regarding the necessity of having the timber 
properly graded and seasoned, and it was pro- 
posed that the merchants should centralise the 
supply for grading by an expert. Several 
speakers urged that the «i method of 
solving the marketing difficulty would be for 
the merchants to adopt the standardisation 

in which home architecte had become familiar 
in dealing with foreign timber. Ultimately a 
committee was appointed representative of the 
interests attending the conference to consider 
the uses of home timber. One statement made 
of the conference shows that the Government 
is ready to give whatever assistance it can ren- 
der to the home-grown industry. The Chairman 
of the new Timber Purchasing Committee of 
the Railway Executive, it was stated, had 
offered to buy all the home railway sleepers for 
the next two years et a price not quite the 
price paid for the foreign article, at a 
satisfactory price. 


THE POSITION OF IRELAND. 

The new Forestry Bill, which has passed Par- 
liament, provides fer ome centra) forestry au- 
thority, consisting of eight Comm to 
deal in a comprehensive manner with the whole 
question, with three assistant Commissioners 
for Scotland, England and Wales, and Ireland. 
There will also be four consullative committees to 
advise the Forestry Commission and assist the 
central authority. It is proposed in the next 
ten years to t 200,000 new acres, and so 
replant 50,000 sow and during the same period 
a sum of £3,500,000 will be paid out of the 
consolidated funds for the purpose of afloreste- 
tion. 

Mr. A. C. Forbes, Director of eigen sam 
for Ireland, in a recent address, re to 
the position of Ireland under this bill, and 
pointed out that it provided not only for the 
restoration of existing woods, but also for an 
increased acreage being put under timber. In 
no part of the kingdom, he said, was this more 
necessary than in Ireland, where the acreage 
under woods was going down at about the rate of 
2,000 acres anwually, and replanting had been 
neglected of late years.
